Don 't Believe 
Poverty 
Of Delin q u en t 


By HAL BO Y LI 


NKW YORK ( ^ T h e parents o f 
what is believed to be the natio n’s 
largcat all-bo y family do n’t see 
why po verty sho uld cause juvenile 
delinquency. 
Emo ry and Thelma H am so n, a 
farm co uple who live near Jo hnso n 
City, Tenn,, have 13 so ns ranging 
in stepladder style do wn fro m 21- 
year-o ld Guy to Ivan, an infant o f 
3 weeks. 
Mo ney po o r all his life, Harriso n 
said his children “never caused 
us a .^ v h o f tro uble,” and ex­ 
plained why: 
“ It’s the way we raised them. 
We raise<i them to o bey us, never 
to bo ther anybo dy 
and never to 
pick up anything that belo nged to 
anjdx)dy else. 
“ If they need a spanking, they 
get it. But they do n’t need it o ften. 
Each has his cho res—o ne feed.s 
the ho gs co rn, o ne feeds them 
slo ps, o ne do t's the milking. So me 
dry the dishes, so me cut wo o d, 
so me carry it in 
“ They all help each o ther. The 
big bo ys are just as crazy abo ut 
the new baby as my wife and me 
are 
“There never w a s a child bo rn 
but what there was a bite m ade 
to fiU its mo uth with—but there 
have been fathers and m o thers to o 
trifling to fill a child’s mo uth. 
“When we had o ne child we ju st 
lived. When we had six children 
we lived. No w we go t 13—and 
we’re still living” 
Mrs. Harriso n was nam ed "Ho n­ 
o r Mo ther o f the Y ear” by the 
Interfaith Mo vement 
in 
re<‘0gni- 
tio n o f "her exem plary life as 
wife, m o ther and neighbo r.” The 
Ro bert Hall clo thing firm paid the 
expenses o f the entire family here 
so they co uld see her get the 
award. 
During a fo ur-day stay the Ixiy.s 
wo n a $ .3,200 jackpo t in cash and 
prizes o n a CBS niHwo rk sho w, 
“On Yo ur Acco unt.” But the wo n­ 
ders o f M anhattan palled quickly 
and left the who le fam ily ho m e­ 
sick. 
" It’s cw n plantin’ 
tim e,” 
ex­ 
plained Harriso n. 
TTie tall, rawbo ned farm er, who 
had to quH scho o l after the fo urth 
gra<]e to go to wo rk, is a man o f 
natu ral dignity with a rich vein 
o f ho mespun humo r. 
Having 
a 
large 
family cam e 
natu rally to the 
Harri.so ns. 
His 
wife is o ne o f 16 children. His 
frandiaU ier. a religio us m an as he 
tells it, had 27 children, 3 wivea, 
ro de a red nuile to chu rch every 
S i ^ a y until he was 85, and died 
triu m phant at 93. still praising the 
Lo rd fo r a go o d life. 
“ And he rawed all 27 children 
o n a 70-acre farm ,” said Harriso n. 
“ I co urted fo r a year befo re I 
fo t m arried when I was 23.” he 
added. “ I’U never fo rget that day. 
I didn’t have anything at all — 
o nly a wo man” — Mrs. Harri.so n 
glanced up with a shy smile — 
“ and m aybe 75 cents in my pix ket. 
I earned o nly $ 2 the first week we 
were m arried.” 
After year* o f stru ggling labo r 
during which he .so metimes had to 
go o ut after his day’s wo rk and 
cut wo o d to trade it fo r gro ceries, 
Harriso n was able with the help 
o f a friend to buy a 72-acre hill 
farm . 
The farm has 2 ho rs« 's, 3 co ws. 
225 chickens, 6 o r 8 ho gs, a large 
vegetable garden. The cash cro p.s 
are wheat, co rn and to bacco . 
“ We do n’t spend m o re than $ 13 
to $ 14 a week fo r fo o d.” Harriso n 
said. “ We raise the rest. 
“ I 
do n’t 
believe 
o ur 
metlical 
bills have been m o re than $ 50 all 
to ld since we were m arried, no t 
co unting the co st o f getting the 
bo ys bo rn. 
“ If they get a co ld I just mix 
up so me ho g lard, turpentine and 
kero sene, rub it o n their c h e s t- 
then tu rn ’em o ff baref(H)ted. We 
do n’t pay no attentio n to ‘em no t 
wearing sho es.” 
One 
Tuesday 
la.sl 
Octo lier 
a 
fire destro yed their ho me. Fo r the 
first Lime in his life Harrnso n felt 
co m pletely do wn at heart. But the 
next Sunday the co ngregatio ns o f 
12 
nearby 
churches 
pitched 
in 
with mo ney, m aterials and labo r 
and built the family a larger, bet­ 
ter ho me. 
“ I think I kno w no w what faith 
and 
friendship 
co me 
to .” 
said 
Harriso n. 
“ I’ve 
kno wn 
a 
right 
sm art o f tro uble, but I've had a 
happy life. 
“ But the children—they’re the 
biggest enjo yment we’ve go t in 
this wo rld. It wo uld be lo neso me 
witho ut anyo ne o f o ur children. 
We’d miss him .” 
Mrs. 
Harriso n no dded quietly. 
H arriso n said he ho ped to use the 
cash mo ney the family wo n o n 
televisio n to give his bo ys as much 
scho o ling as po ssible. ' 
“ If I give them an educatio n 1 
kno w it’s the o ne thing no bo dy'll 
be able to take away fro m them 
later o n,” he said. “ It’ll help ‘em 
go farther than their daddy.”

His opponents accused him of 
seeking to lead the Radical So- 
cidists into a working agreement 
with the Communists, a charge de­ 
nied by the energetic former Pre­ 
mier, 
-Mendes-France won control of 
the party machinery last night at 
a stormy one-day special conven­ 
tion. He called for the Radical So­ 
cialists to turn to the left and agree 
on a specific program before next 
year’s general election. 
Once considered well to the left, 
the Radicals have become more 
and more conservative with the 
years and have acquired a repu­ 
tation for vagueness of principle. 
Meiides-France’s 
triumph 
was 
assured when the 1,800 delegates 
voted by a show of hands to oust 
his chief rival, lormei Justice .Min­ 
ister Leon Martinaud-Deplat. from 
the party’s executive presidency 
In his place went a seven-man 
committee, 
which 
was 
heavily 
weighted in favor of the left wing 
Among its members w’as Mendes- 
France. 
This group was to be under the 
general supervision of three of the 
party’s elder statesmen—82-year- 
old Edouard Herriot. a former pre­ 
mier and perpetual president of 
the party; wartime Premier Ed­ 
ouard Daladier: and ex-Premier 
Henri Queuille, 
Signs of trouble developed even 
before the final vote was taken, 
Queuille told the noisy delegates 
he could not accept the super­ 
visory ta.sk. He criticized the pro­ 
posed setup as unable to run the 
party efficiently and said it was 
too s trongly opposed by many 
leaders. 
Mendes-France’s victory opened 
the way for the formation of what 
his supporters call a new left in 
France. This would involve more 
cooperation between the Radical 
Socialists and the Socialists, who 
supported Mendes-France when he 
was in office as premier. 
But Mendes-France said he did 
not want either communism or a 
popular front that would include 
communism.

OAKLAND, Calif —(NEA) —It 
you were to ask Norman Burk- 
him, “ Wrap it up please,” you 
might need a truck to haul it 
away. Then again, Burkhim would 
probably wrap the truck for you 
as well. 
Since the 54-year-old, San Fran- 
ciso-born Burkhim began wrapping 
things during the war. he’s literal­ 
ly packaged everything from ” a 
feather to a locomotive ” 
Like most unusual enterprises, 
Burkhim’s was born of necessity. 
Because 87 per cent of all ma­ 
terial shipped into the Pacific (U.S. 
Navy estimate) in the first year 
of World War II was destroyed 
due to faulty packing, Burkhim’s 
career in packing was launched. 
Since then his loss because of 
packaging has been less than one- 
tenth of one per cent. 
For the Office of War Informa­ 
tion, 
under direct 
Presidential 
command, Burkhim used highly 
technical methods to pack elec­ 
tronics equipment together with 
complete radio stations and tow­ 
ers. 
One of his outstanding packing 
jobs was the delivery of over 3(K) 
tons of material to a jobsite 700 
miles up the Yangtze River in 
China without lo.«:s or damage. 
His plant, now called Pacific 
Ports Industries, covers 5*4 acre.s 
and employs an average of 2(K) 
people. Facilities include a com­ 
plete box-making and woodwork­ 
ing factor^ ’. 
.As well as wrapping hundred.s 
of items for the Government, Pa­ 
cific Ports packs all products for 
the University ot California Radia­ 
tion 
Laboratory at Livermore. 
Calif., which is contracted to the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commi.ssion. 
They also wKap helicopters and 
parts tor the Armed Services as 
well as shipping them commer­ 
cially for Hiller Helicopters to all 
parts of the world. 
They have just completed ship­ 
ping the 20th helicopter to the 
Police Department of Bangkok, 
Thailand. The Bangkok police use 
the ships for crowd dispersal and 
border patrol. 
Because it would take almost 
two hours to truck a ’copter from 
the Hiller plant in Palo Alto, pilots 


ferry the ships across San Fran­ 
cisco Bay in 15 minutes, dropping 
the “ whirly-birds” right in Burk­ 
him’s back yard. 
They are immediately disman­ 
tled and wrapped in parts. Cock- 
pit, motor.s and tail sections are 
specially crated One ’copter takes 
three huge boxes, with 50 pieces 
being individually w'rapped and 
preserved. 
Because metal parts 
such as 
bearings, have been known to be 
ruined by acid from a human fin­ 
gertip during 
shipment, 
Pacific 
Ports maintains a fingertip re­ 
moval department They also use 
such unusual-sounding pieces of 
equipment 
as 
vapor degreasers 
and derusting tanks 
Burkhim’s life has been as un­ 
usual as the business that now 
occupies his time.
